FATIGUE FACTOR 


Officials look into CTA 
operator’s condition at 
time of O’Hare derailment

A team of federal safety experts investigating 
the CTA Blue Line train crash has focused on 
the operator’s physical condition and whether 
she was fatigued when the train struck a barri- 
er and went airborne, an official said Tuesday. 

Questions have been raised about whether 
the operator was sufficiently rested when her 
shift began around 8 p.m. Sunday, and about 
her level of awareness more than six hours 
later when the train plowed into the station 
and landed atop an escalator at O’Hare. 

“We always take into consideration the fa- 
tigue factor,” said Ted Turpin, the lead inves- 
tigator for the National Transportation Safety 
Board. “That’s one of the areas we investigate.” 


The effect of fatigue on train operators has 
been a well-documented factor in train acci- 
dents. The Federal Railroad Administration 
has estimated that “human factors” contrib- 
ute to nearly 40 percent of train crashes and 
that fatigue played a role in roughly a quarter 
of them. 

The Dec. 1, 2013, Metro-North commut- 
er railroad derailment in New York City in 
which four people were killed has drawn na- 
tionwide attention and its own federal inves- 
tigation. The lawyer and union representing 
the engineer have reportedly said he admitted 
to “nodding off.” 

In Monday’s crash, the train operator, a 
one-year CTA employee, was “extremely 
tired,” and there were indications she might 
have dozed off at the controls, according to 
the transit workers union president. 

The NTSB provided no comment on a 
scheduled Tuesday-afternoon interview be- 


tween the operator and investigators. The 
CTA has not identified her, nor would the 
agency answer questions about her shift or 
hours. 

Union President Robert Kelly has said the 
operator “works a lot of overtime,” but had 
been off for about 17 hours before starting her 
overnight shift. 

Meanwhile, other investigators at O’Hare 
focused on additional areas Tuesday, including 
the condition and maintenance of the tracks; 
the train cars and their mechanical condition; 
signals and switches; and other CTA person- 
nel, Turpin said. 

The investigators determined that the 
train’s emergency braking system was en- 
gaged, but the train apparently wasn’t speed- 
ing as it approached the station, Turpin said. 
As the train approached the O’Hare station 
at about 2:50 a.m., it was traveling about 25 or 
26 mph on the middle of three tracks, he said. 


Two lawsuits were filed Tuesday against 

the CTA following Monday’s Blue Line train 
derailment. Airport newsstand employee 
Niakesha Thomas, 23, and Dalila Jefferson, a 
23-year-old airport security worker, filed suit 
claiming negligence on the part of the CTA. 
Both lawsuits seek a minimum of $50,000 
in damages. 


A safety device on the tracks triggered 
the train’s emergency braking system, but it 
wasn't clear yet why the train did not stop in 
time, Turpin said. 

“Whether it stopped in time or not, that’s 
an analysis we have to figure out,” he said. 

It isn’t clear when train service to the air- 
port will resume. Officials said they would 
continue shuttling passengers via buses from 
the O’Hare station to Rosemont.

Rideshare rage 


Lawmakers eye 
statewide measures as 
city debate continues

Lawmakers in Springfield on Tuesday intro- 
duced state regulations targeting rideshare 
companies such as Uber, Lyft and Sidecar 
that in some ways would be more restric- 
tive than what Mayor Emanuel proposed for 
Chicago’s rideshare industry. 

The house bill, sponsored by Rep. Mike 
Zalewski (D-Riverside), would limit driv- 
ers from operating more than 10 hours in a 
24-hour period and would prohibit compa- 
nies from charging any fare that is more than 
the highest per-mile rate charged by cabs. 

The proposed state legislation would re- 
quire $500,000 combined commercial lia- 
bility insurance, a chauffeur’s license for driv- 
ers and an annual commercial ridesharing 
dispatcher’s license for rideshare companies.

Upright Citizens Brigade 
returns home for the 
Chicago Improv Festival 


By Julia Borcherts | For REDEYE 
Sometimes, size does matter. In the case of 
the 17th annual Chicago Improv Festival, this 
translates to more than 200 acts at 21 venues 
in 11 categories including long-form, short- 
form, experimental, musical and—wait for 
it—puppetry. That makes it the longest-run- 
ning and largest improv comedy festival in the 
world. If that’s not enough for you, there are 
workshops, lectures and classes, too. 

But the festival doesn’t sacrifice quality 
for quantity. In addition to top groups from 


Chicago and around the world—from New 
York to Los Angeles and from New Zealand 
to Brazil—national comedians including “Sat- 
urday Night Live” alums Tim Meadows, Paul 
Brittain and Horatio Sanz, Maribeth Mon- 
roe (Comedy Central’s “Workaholics”), Dan 
Bakkedahl (HBO’s “Veep,” FX’s “Legit”) take 
the stage for multiple shows. 

Headlining the fest is the Upright Citizens 
Brigade, formed in Chicago by Matt Walsh, 
Ian Roberts, Matt Besser and Amy Poehler 
in 1991 before moving to New York and land- 
ing a Comedy Central show (1998-2000) and 
moving on to other film and TV projects. The 
group has theaters in New York and L.A. and 
recently produced a new how-to book, “The 
Upright Citizens Brigade Comedy Improvisa- 


tion Manual.” 

Joining Walsh, Roberts and Besser for 
their “Asssscat” show are Meadows, Sanz and 
L.A. comedian Betsy Sodaro, plus legendary 
musician-producer Steve Albini. 

We called Chicago native Walsh—who also 
plays press secretary Mike McClintock on 
HBO’s “Veep” and is the co-founder of the 
popular “Bear Down” podcast—to find out 
more. 


About “Asssscat”: It’s our oldest improv 
[form]—it’s, like, 20 years old—and it’s long- 
form improv comedy with a great cast. Horatio 
[Sanz] will be there and lan Roberts, Matt 
Besser and myself, land some others] will be 
playing with us. Our monologist is a guy named 
Steve Albini. He’s got great dark stories and 

a funny point of view of the world, so he'll be 
throwing monologues out for suggestion and 
then we will improvise using the information 
from Steve’s monologues. 


How the early 90s Chicago comedy scene 
fueled the creation of Upright Citizens 
Brigade: Everybody came to Chicago because 
of Second City. It was such a breeding ground 
and respected place, the ruling model for 
ensemble comedy. But then when they got 
there, many people felt like what [The Second 
City was] doing wasn’t necessarily what they 
wanted to be doing. So there was a lot of 


alternative experimentation—in many ways, 
a lot of the interesting stuff was in reaction 
to the constraints of Second City. A lot of us 
beginning to perform were trying to create 
something that we felt was more relevant or 
different. 


Why his parents were nervous about his 
career choice: They would have preferred a 
career with a trajectory—if you get a CPA, you 
know you can get an accounting job—’cause 
you're very poor for a very long time doing 
comedy or performance for a living. So 
whenever | visited the suburbs, Mom would 
always send me home with tubs of peanut 
butter and sheets of lasagna or whatever 
canned goods she had in the pantry. They 
never liked the comedy | was doing—it was 
probably too ribald. But they were always like, 
“If it makes you happy ...” And certainly, my 
father always liked that | was doing it. | think he 
was a bit of a closet thespian himself. 


One common misconception about improv 
comedy: One of the platitudes that get thrown 
around improv a lot is, “It’s all about ‘yes, and 
.. ” What we discovered writing the book is 
that it’s actually more accurately described as, 
“If that’s true, then what else is true?” So it’s 
not denying “yes, and...” it’s just defining it ina 
clearer way. So your job as an improviser is to 
receive and accept realities that your partner 
is giving and then add things—if this was 


happening, then what else might be happening 
or what else might be true? That’s the big 
change in focus, we think, for what students 
learning improv should be looking for. 


Achieve this by moving into the 
“game” of the scene: The game is 
basically the comic engine that

Why Chicago is 

good for comedy:

Being “busy” includes 
the completion of 
a comedic improv 
film, “A Better You,” 
in which he acts, 
directs and co-wrote: 
I’ve always been curious 
about mental illnesses and 
the categories they fall into 
and the treatments that you 
could get. In L.A., | think people are 
more willing to try alternative therapy for 
traditional problems. They might see 
a massage therapist or hypnotist 
or something.

Since improv is unscript- 
ed, how do you “co- 
write” an improv film? 
I spent about a year and 
a half with my friend Brian 
Huskey—who plays the main 
character—writing an outline of 
about 50 scenes. Each scene has 
about three paragraphs of description 
beneath. And it has a story arc and intersecting 
moment and characters and expectations of 
what you want out of each scene and the emo- 
tional trajectory of the characters. Once you

The romantic drama 
“Le Week-End” is un- 
comfortably perched 
between light enter- 
tainment and scar- 
ring drama. For Brits 
Nick Jim Broadbent) 
and Meg (Lindsay 
Duncan), though, so is life. “This was your 
idea,” she tells him after the spouses’ effort 
to return to their honeymoon location gets 
off to a bumpy start. “How terrible to be in 
Paris,” he responds. 

The rest of the film from director Roger 
Michell (‘Notting Hill,” “Morning Glory”) 
finds the pair alternating between brief mo- 
ments of love rejuvenated and longer periods 
of resentment that threaten to consume 
them. “People don’t change,” Nick assures 
his wife. “They do,” she says. “They can get 
worse.” Many will compare “Le Week-End” 
to “Before Midnight” and see Nick and Meg 
as a future version of Jesse (Ethan Hawke) 
and Celine (Julie Delpy). It’s true that both 
chatty couples are somewhat unhappy and 
looking for signs of life, unsure whether it’s 
under their nose or miles and miles away. 

An important difference is Broadbent, 
whose presentation of dignity on the verge of 
destruction cuts harder than Hawke’s chat-

terbox frustration. (I love “Before Sunrise” 
and “Before Sunset” and liked “Before Mid- 
night,” but Hawke rarely surprises anymore.) 
Unfortunately “Le Week-End” also addresses 
its characters’ states of mind in very direct 
terms, with dialogue (Nick says both “I’m not 
sure enjoyment’s really my thing” and “Love 
is the only interesting thing”) more transpar- 
ent than the layered people it comes from. 

On the other hand, many of their inter- 
actions are beautiful, priceless encapsula- 
tions of the peculiarities that make up a 
personality. These two seemingly can’t live 
with or without each other, and when Nick, 
unhappily attending a gathering at an old 
friend’s (Jeff Goldblum), tells his wife, “I love 
you, Meg. Take that seriously,” you can feel a 
marriage that’s been on the rocks for a long 
time reaching a crossroad. Nick and Meg are 
one of many on-screen couples confronting 
different sexual needs (Nick calls Meg’s geni- 
talia “a closed book”) and increasingly varied 
perceptions of happiness in the long term. If 
a movie flirts with brave insight and settles 
for sweet comfort, that’s still plenty nice.
